DETAILED ACTION 



Pending Claims 

The pending claims in the instant application are 1-7. The independent claims 
are 1 and 5. 



1. The request filed on July 15, 2002 for a Continued Prosecution Application 
(CPA) under 37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/419,891 is 
acceptable and a CPA has been established. An action on the CPA follows. 



2. Claims 5-7 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the newly submitted claims are 
directed to a method of making which is different from the original claims directed to 
an article. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for

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prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 5-7 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) and MPEP 



3. The rejection of claims 1-3 under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Debouzie et al. (U.S. Patent 4,632,685) has been maintained for reasons of record in- 
paper number 5, paragraph 3. 



4. This is a duplicate of applicant's earlier Application No. 09/419,891. All claims 
are drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE
